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The Newer Oils 


ONSIDERABLE perplexity is evident among motorists over lubrication, 
and with good reason; it is now some years since additive oils, and oils of 

low S.A.E. ratings, were introduced, and yet very little information about 
them is available in readily understandable form; the absence of recommendations 
regarding these oils, from cither the oil companies or the car manufacturers, is 
remarkable. Why this should be so is not easily seen. Writing in 1950, Mr. Carl 
W. Georgi, the technical director of the Quaker State Oil Refining Company of 
America, had at his elbow sufficient test data to lay down fairly hard and fast rules 
as regards usage in America. 

Car owners should keep the two different developments in oils quite clear in 
their minds. There is the additive trend, which results in the addition of chemical 
substances, each with a specific purpose. Most important amongst these are the 
oxidation inhibitors, oil oxidation being responsible for corrosive wear in engines, 
and most spectacular are the detergent-dispersants, which lead to a remarkable 
cleanliness in engines that have been stripped down after many thousands of miles 
Limited-additive oils have been available for many years, but the policy until 
recently has been to provide the additives but not to publicize their action in terms 
that the ordinary motorist readily understands. But where the oil chemist was 
reluctant to reveal his chain reactions, the publicity agents, particularly in the 
U.S.A., cashed in on the love of the ordinary mortal for the esoteric and made the 
provision of a strictly factual background necessary to their wilder flights 

Accordingly full information is now available on the nature of additives. But 
it is necessarily couched in somewhat rarefied terms, and is broken down for the 
normal driver only in journals such as this; even so, our function is not to reduce 
such matters to words of one syllable for the great mass of car owners, and it is 
here that either the oil companies or the car manufacturers have a duty 

Broadly speaking, additives have no effect on the S.A.E., or viscosity, rating of an 
oil. Shell X100, for instance, still carries the S.A.E. number recommendations of 
its predecessors, in spite of being an additive oil. The second contemporary trend 
towards oils of lower viscosity ratings is therefore quite separate, in spite of the fact 
that the low-viscosity oils (S.A.E.10 and 5) are frequently additive oils. The con- 
nection exists in that the introduction of certain additives—particularly those which 
increase oiliness and film strength—makes it possible for engines, and, indeed, gear 
boxes and rear axles, to use oils of a lower viscosity rating than heretofore. As far 
as this journal is aware, neither the car manufacturers nor the oil companies have 
ventured to recommend either of these very low ratings at normal temperatures, and 
it has been left to vehicle owners to experiment, as has been widely done with encourag- 
ing results. The use of thinner oils, by reducing fluid friction, offers worthwhile 
fuel economies as well as easier starting in cold weather and better lubrication after 
starting from cold. 

There are good reasons for this particular absence of recommendations. S.A.E.30 
oil at a temperature of about 150 deg F is extremely penetrative, as motorists know 
who have been careless in tightening unions; S.A.E.10 oil is even more searching and 
will, indeed, frequently be consumed in almost heavy quantities owing to its ability 
to get right to the top of the bores and into the combustion chambers. The parallel 
thinning down in gear box and back axle (though not, of course, to a similar viscosity 
rating as in the sump) can lead to trouble with seals and even to leaking past casing 
flanges. Thinner oils, then, as well as additive oils, are for the knowledgeable and 
careful owner. But how is he to become knowledgeable if information is confined to 
the comparatively few? 

In two contexts even the intelligent owner finds himself in speculative regions 
with regard to additive oils. The outstanding feature ef the detergent-dispersants 
is their ability to keep solids in suspension in the liquid oil, thus preventing their

The Importance of a Correct Position at the Wheel

ITH every sport or occupation that calls for muscular 
W effort there are at least two requirements that must 
be fulfilled to ensure satisfactory operation. First, 

the cricket bat, golf club, spade, or whatever the tool 1s, 
must be of the correct size and shape to suit, or fit, the per- 
son by whom it is to be used. Secondly, the correct stance 
must be adopted. Now these two points are known and 
appreciated by any keen sportsman, and also by any crafts- 
man or person skilled in the use of tools.

With the genera} trend towards greater reliability, al : 
the number of people who understand the workings of a car 
engine may have increased, the number who are prepared 
to do anything about it if it goes wrong grows smaller and 
smaller; after all, people don’t get much practice The 
correct approach to car design, then, should be to consider 
the product’s ultimate function, which is to carry persons 
and luggage 

Whether the vehicle is a sports car or limousine, minicar 
or family saloon, the driver is responsible for its movement; 
therefore his personal comfort is of paramount importance 
(this is particularly applicable to limousines, in which a 
driver may be required to operare for very long periods 
Now differing types of operation make differing demands 
on the driver, but no matter what use is made of the car 
Saturday shopping, family running to the coast, or compet- 
ing in the Monte Carlo Rally—to drive efficiently (and this 
also means safely, since fatigue may produce carelessness 
the driver must be comfortable and able to adopt the correct 
position. 

Comfort and driving position are to a large extent inter- 
related. If the correct position is adopted, no undue strain 
will be suffered by any muscle or set of muscles and fatigue 
will be reduced. Driving position determines also the ease 
with which a car can be controlled; and, incidentally, it is 
one of the secrets known to the experts of the racing track 
who make everything look easy. 

What, then, is the correct position for driving a car? It 
will vary slightly according to the build of the driver, but 
there are certain fundamentals that should always apply 
The car is subject to motions in various directions during 
the many stages of its travel, and to control it well the 
driver must not be influenced by these various motions, or 
his handling of the car will be rough. For example, if he 
has to hang on to the steering wheel to prevent himself

This problem 
is complicated by the fact that with human beings there is 
often no relation between weight and bone size; there are 
tall fat men, short fat men, tall thin men and short thin men, 
or any combination of these four.

As well as locating the driver correctly in relation to the 
controls, and placing his eyes in the best position for maxi- 
mum vision, the seat must also provide a good measure ol 
support and comfort. The importance of providing ade- 
quate support is often overlooked; sometimes it is even 
sacrificed in order to improve the internal appearance of the 
body. Such sacrifice may take several forms; perhaps the 
most common is the seat cushion that is too short.. With the 
separated type of front seat this short cushion is sometimes 
coupled with a thick and seemingly well-padded squab. 

This is a type of fault that could develop through the years 
of a model’s evolution. One could imagine that the front 
seat was perhaps designed originally with a thin, unpadded 

backrest, in which case the cushion proportions would be 

reasonable. Later it might be decided by the makers that 
more padding was required in the back rest, and this would 
be duly applied. At the same time the cushion ought, of 
course, to be lengthened to compensate for the increased 
squab thickness, but all this would result in the front seat 
having to be moved back, which would reduce the rear pas- 
senger’s leg-room. This last fault has sometimes been dis- 
guised by shortening the length of the rear seat cushion—but 
that is another story. 

The most satisfactory approach to the problem is to put 
first things first; in other words, if the car is to be used to 
carry passengers the seating should be considered first, par- 
ticularly the driving seat. This must give good support to 
the back, and also to the leg muscles, which are quite heavy 
and require adequate support. Yet the seat cushions must 
not be too long, or the front corner of the seat will dig into 
the back of a short driver’s legs below the knee. The squab 
must also be very carefully sprung, but here the require- 
ments are rather different from those of the seat cushion,

Batteries 


OW good is my battery? That is 
a question that many motorists 
ask, only to get an inconclusive answer. 
In fact, the only satisfactory test for 
battery condition is a discharge curve, 
which is obtained by discharging the 
battery from full charge through a cir- 
cuit of, say, five amps, plotting the dis- 
charge curve against time, the voltage 
being measured with the battery on 
load. The circuit is not easily rigged 
up, but can be done by the keen 
amateur with the help of resistance 
mats or carbon filament lamps. The 
calculation of the resistance required is 
from Ohm’s Law

A marginal number would 
make an additional effort and earn a 
certificate, but the great majority of 
accident-causers would go on their 
way, probably neither caring about nor 
coveting a certificate of merit. 

Perhaps I am a bit too much of a 
realist, but I am convinced that the 
most powerful incentive is money, and 
that the best way to induce safety on 
the road is to reward it with money. 
How, I leave to others, regretting that 
this is such a mercenary world, but re- 
solved not to blink at the fact.

A Very Pleasant Touring Area Within Easy Reach of London

Once you have seen their villages and country towns, 
which seem to grow out of the Downland soil, it becomes 
easy to understand the people. The huge barns, built of 
chalk from the local quarries, look as natural as the tall 
beeches and oaks around them; the little flint churches, 
amid country green to their doors, speak of a past when the 
land around was not so very different from the countryside 
we see today. 

For Sussex, once a county of thick oak forest and the 
home of atrocious roads, even now remains relatively the

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best wooded region in England, since 14 per cent of her 
land grows trees. Her fields were, on the whole, enclosed 
earlier than most, much of the country being fenced in the 
time of the first Queen Elizabeth. 

The motorist driving southwards along the roads to the 
coast—and it is taken for granted in Sussex that you either 
drive north or south, since only two main roads in this large 
county run from east to west—is never far from the carly 
settlements of successive invaders from the Continent. Men 
have scratched a living on the South Downs for 4,000 years. 
In the shadow of the Downs noisy tractors plough fields 
that mark the enclosures of ancient Celtic farmers. The 
place names, ending in “ley,” “ham,” “ field,” “ton,” “ing” 
and “ stead,” tell of early Saxon settlements that grew in the 
clearings of the old forest of Andreadsweald. 

I was not surprised, therefore, on leaving the Newhaven- 
Lewes road (A275), which crosses water meadows dotted 
with black and white Friesian cows, to find myself in a 
village that might almost have belonged to any age. Actually 
Kingston, home village of Tom Jenkins and several 
novelists, boasts of being modern. It has electricity. The 
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Falmer, under the Downs and only a mile or two out of 


Brighton, or turn right for Lewes. 

Of all the country towns of England, Lewes is my 
favourite. Yet to delight in Lewes and motoring is as diffi- 
cult as combining gardening with the taming of grey 
squirrels. In Edwardian times a local resident wrote to the 
Press protesting about motorists who alarmed women, child- 
ren and dogs by rushing down the High Street at more than 
twenty m.p.h. They do not even go at that speed nowadays. 
You may be able to drive along the steep and lovely streets 
in the space of a few minutes; on the other hand the con- 
gestion may be such that you will crawl past Shelley’s Hotel 
(a fine Elizabethan building) and a host of handsome 
Georgian houses, only, perhaps, to halt outside the fifteenth- 
century bookshop with its milestone that announces “ Forty- 
nine miles from Westminster Bridge.” You will then un- 
doubtedly be wise to park in the car park almost opposite 
the bookshop and to continue to explore the beautiful old 
town on foot. 


Fine Old Houses 


Leaving Lewes by the London and East Grinstead road, 
the tourist soon sees splendid views of the Weald, with the 
wooded heights of Ashdown Forest rising to meet the sky. 
Turning left just beyond Offham, he may travel along B2116 
through lovely countryside that carries him past Plumpton 
Agricultural College and into the village of Ditchling, which 
lies under Ditchling Beacon (812ft). You can climb the 
Beacon ona serviceable road. 

The Downs, as W. H. Hudson found, are at their best in 
high summer, when much of the lowland country is looking 
dull and parched. Ditchling itself is worth visiting at any 
season. The village is rich in fine old houses, and it is not 
hard to understand why so many celebrities—Sir Frank 
Brangwyn, J. Jefferson Farjeon, the late Eric Gill, and 
others—have made their homes here. The beautiful old 
church, rich in the skill of modern and ancient craftsmen, 
and Anne of Cleves House opposite, are specially worth 
seeing. In this part of the world, incidentally, several 
houses have been named after Anne of Cleves. 

From Ditchling it is a short run to Clayton (with the 
farnous Jack and Jill windmills on the Downs); and a sharp 
right turn off B2306 soon carries you through Pyecombe and 
Fulking, Edburton and Upper Beeding, and on to Bramber 
castle and the lovely old town of Steyning. Most of the 
time you are driving through good farming country—Down- 
land slopes on which the effect of light is frequently superb 
as the surface changes its shade in response to the move- 
ments of sun and cloud. No wonder Belloc and Blunden 
love this countryside. 

On these Sussex roads there are admirable reasons for 
driving slowly. The Downs and the woods, and the villages 
and hamlets that seem to have grown out of the soil, will 
tempt any man to linger

As may be appreciated, the major part 
of the Daimler-Benz output is made up of 
the medium priced Type 170, and, 
although a healthy market exists for the 
larger Mercedes cars, many customers 
display interest in the smaller ones, 
particularly in the two types of Mercedes 
diesel car, both powered by the same 
1.7-litre four-cylinder diesel engine em- 
ploying a pre-cell combustion chamber 
with slightly concave piston crowns. 

Whereas an engine employing the ‘pre- 
cell combustion principle may be a 
fraction less economical in fuel con- 
sumption, it tends to be smoother running 
than the direct injection type ; once above 
idling speed the Mercedes diesel cannot be 
distinguished by sound from a petrol 
engine. The average fuel consumption of 
the latest 170D is 46 m.p.g., and even at 
prolonged high speeds it does not drop 
below 41 m.p.g., which, for a roomy four- 
seater car with a kerb weight of 25 cwt, is 
a creditable performance. ‘The price of 
this car is DM8,950 (£745); and the 
petrol-engined version, with a fuel con- 
sumption of approximately 28 m.p.g., costs 
DM7,900 (approximately £658). Since in 
most European and overseas countries the 
price of diesel fuel is two-thirds or less that 
of the already expensive petrol, there is 
active - interest in a diesel-engined car 
among motorists who have to cover big 
mileages. 

With the completion of the second 
finishing line, production of Volkswagen 
has gone up to 10,000 per month; they 
are offered as standard or de luxe models 
with or without sliding roofs, and also as 
cabriolets.

Very 
thorough are the numerous inspection 
methods, many of which make use of 
electronic devices; and every yard of 
cloth employed in the upholstery is 
examined on special test machines fitted 
with an automatic scanning device to spot 
any flaws. 

The company exports almost 34.7 per 
cent of output, the highest figure fn the 
German motor industry, and there is now 
no specially finished export model. The 
Volkswagen development department, 
housed in a spacious new building, 
employs 420 people, including a design 
staff of 90 ; it can be expected that within 
the next two years or so a modified version 
of the Volkswagen will emerge.

Situated on a major waterway is the 
German Ford company at Cologne, whose 
major raw material supply and a fair 
number of export cars experience a journey 
up or down the Rhine. Having been the 
only German automobile plant to escape 
any serious war damage, the company 
continued until the beginning of this year 
with the pre-war Taunus. Then a new 
model, the Taunus M.12, was introduced, 
employing the same 1.2-litre four-cylinder 
side valve engine, but an independent front 
and modified rear suspension, and a new 
body in keeping with the latest trans- 
atlantic style though still acceptable to 
Continental tastes. 

This latest Cologne-built car, priced at 
DM7,350 (approximately £612), has 
proved already to be exceedingly popular 
and is now being produced at a rate of 
2,500 per month; a further increase is 
expected as soon as the material supply 
position improves. This new 
Ford has gained particular favour with 
members of the United States forces 
serving on the Continent, who are able to 
obtain the car and spares through the P.X. 
organization. 

An outstanding vehicle, popular with 
thuse who demand performance and 
manceuvrability, apart from comfort on 
long journeys, is the Porsche, which was 
developed by the late Dr. Porsche, the 
originator of the Volkswagen. Although 
some of the basic components are identical 
with those employed in the Volkswagen, 
the Porsche car, with its aerodynamic body, 
is by no means a compromise but is a 
design carefully thought out in an en- 
deavour to obtain maximum performance 

Three different types of engine, of 1.1-, 
1.3- and 1.5-litre capacity, are employed, 
using an overhead valve conversion im 
addition to other modified componcnts of 
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a Volkswagen power unit, including the 
gear box and final drive. The car is 
available as a sports coupé and as a 
cabriolet ; prices range from DM11,400 
to DM13,400 (£1,115). The 
has recently risen to 135 
vehicles month, with an 
average 32 per cent, half of which is 
taken by the United States.

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manufacturers, have now had to shelve the 
car programme for at least 18 months, 
until more production area and materials 
become available.

On the accessory and component side, 
Robert Bosch, G.m.b.H., well-known 
manufacturers of electrical equipment and 
sparking plugs, who restarted production 
in 1945 with 750 people, now employ 
19,000. Their range of electrical com- 
ponents is continually being increased, 
and their petrol fuel injection equipment, 
already employed to some extent in the 
two-stroke engined Goliath and Gutbrod 
cars, is shortly to be used in several others. 

Of considerable interest is the firm of 
J. Eberspacher, who produce 65,000 
silencers per month among other sheet 
metal products employed in vehicles, and 
whose silencer research laboratory, 
equipped with the latest acoustic research 


drive D.K.W 
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equipment, is regarded as the best on the 
Continent. 

Production of dampers and 
is one of the many activities of Fichtel and 
Sachs, whose works, located at Schwein- 
furt, a town famous for ball bearing pro- 
duction, was frequently bombed during the 
war, when 60 per cent of the plant was 
destroyed. Now employing 4,600 people, 
the company produces, apart from other 
components, 60,000 telescopic dampers 
and 40,000 clutches per month, which 
represents 70 per cent of the German 
motor industry's requirements. 

Noteworthy among the small component 
manufacturers is Beru, G.m.b.H., of 
Ludwigsburg. Employing only 550 people, 
the company makes sparking plugs that 
have been adopted as initial equipment in 
the Mercedes-Benz 300SL. 

The largest of the five leading German 
tyre manufacturers is Continental A.G., 
whose works at Hanover were 50 per cent 
destroyed during the war. Now fully 
re-equipped, the factory employs 13,000 
people ; the extensive research laboratories 
have a high-speed tyre test bed enabling 
speeds up to the equivalent of 600 m.p.h. 
to be used. Among recent developments 
are tyres made with Perlon cord, a nylon- 
type material. 

The German motor industry, without 
direction or hindrance from Goverriment 
departments, has re-established its markets 
at home and abroad in a manner that is 
unlikely to cause any appreciable market 
fluctuations in the next few years. Many 
potential foreign customers (foreign, that 
is, to Germany) still hesitate, for obvious 
reasons, to buy German vehicles, but sales 
propaganda based on motoring sport 
achievements helps to sway opinions day 
by day. 

It is obvious that the general technical 
trend in Germany points to economical 
vehicles that have good performances, 
are neatly styled without frills, and are 
offered at keen selling prices. Gas 
turbines, pneumatic suspensions and 
plastic bodies are regarded as the domain 
of the scientist and not yet that of the 
manufacturer.

Since details of the modifications carried 
out on Mr. Warner’s Cadillac engine 
naturally | were in the possession of the 
company’s chief engineer, and are in no 


interesting nen 
attended also by Mr. Harvey Manty, who 
is in charge of the Cadillac 
Laboratories, and Mr. Carl Rasmusen on 
special assignment from the Cadillac tank 
plant in Cleveland. 
Being somewhat acquainted with the 


appointment calendars of chief engineers, 
I had mentally allowed some 30 minutes 
for my visit, whereas in fact things turned 
out quite differently. I spent the best 
part of the morning with three very 
affable experts who freely gave me of their 
time and knowledge, following which Mr 
Rasmusen offered me the opportunity of 
trying out one of the latest Cadillacs with 
the dual range Hydramatic drive, equipped 
with over-riding manual control which 
amounts to a form of pre-selection. But 
of this, more later. 


In Detail 


Modifications carried out by Detroit 
Racing Equipment to Mr. Warner’s en- 
gine include fourteen sets of detail 
es carried out on the production V- 
eight Cadillac cylinder block as used in all 
1952 cars.

13. Dual oil filler caps fitted with air

14. Installation of dual parallel elec- 
tric fuel pumps. 

Additional questions which I put to 
Mr. Arnold and Mr. Manty regarding 
carburation and camshafts on this remark- 
able engine brought forth the following: 
The Rochester carburettors are standard 
except for 0.059in rear jets, the removal 
of the choke valve system and the in- 
stallation of 4/%in spherical fly screen 
domes to replace the air cleaners. The 

spring also is removed, and 
the floats are reset to 2}in drop and ljin 
float setting. 

As to the camshafts, while it obviously 
is not possible to describe the actual ocon- 
tour, the difference between the standard 
1952 Cadillac cam with a 1.47 rocker 
ratio and the Connell-Cadillac racing cam 
with a 1.75 rocker ratio provides a practical 
informative basis from which to work 
Whereas on the standard cam the intake 
valve opens 48 deg b.t.d.c. and the ex- 
haust valve 32 deg b.b.d.c., resulting in 
80 deg of overlap, on the racing cam these 
figures are revised to 78 and 54 deg, with 
a resultant overlap of 122 deg—or 42 deg 
(about 50 per cent) more than with thc 
production engine. While this difference 
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may not appear very great at first sight, 
a study of the actual valve-lift diagram to 
the point of intersection of the two curves 
shows very considerable overlap, with a 
graph area probably ten times as great. 
In terms of actual valve opening, 
difference is therefore nearer 500 per cent. 
After these modifications, the “ burn- 
ing” question naturally is: what kind of 
results may be expected in terms of torque 
and b.h.p.? With the carburation > 
scribed, the highest dynamometer read- 
ing was 281.6 b.h.p. at 5,200 r.p.m., and 
optimum torque was reached at 3,600 
r.p.m. with 338.8 lb ft. Am even better 
figure (287.1- b.h.p. at 5,200 r.p.m. with 
341.7 Wb ft of torque at 3,600 r.p.m.) was 
obtained in conjunction with four separ- 
ate carburettors, but for some reason 
probably connected with tuning main- 
tenance these were not retained. The 
foregoing results, by the way, were 
achieved with the fan disconnected and 
using normal high-test fuel of 85 octane. 


Hydraulic Tappets 


Since one of the first modifications 
carried out by Cadillac-Allard enthusi- 
asts is the substitution of “ solid” tappets 
for the existing hydraulic arrangement, it 
is interesting to note that the high output 
obtained from Mr. Warner’s engine was 
in conjunction with hydraulic tappets. 
Mr. Arnold agreed that although in the 
past hydraulic tappets showed a marked 
deterioration in valve action with a resul- 
tant loss of power above, say, — r.p.m., 
this problem had now been solved. The 
modified 1952 hydraulic tappets will con- 
tinue to function efficiently within a range 
of at least 1,000 additional r.p.m. The 
mechanical or “solid” tappet devotee, 
however, is not likely to be keen on this 
idea, true though it no doubt is. 

illac’s chief engineer also had some 
interesting comments to make regarding 
the application of Hydramatic transmis- 
sion to sports-racing machines such as 


the Allard. Said he: “Hydramatic could 
be deve! into a sound racing trans- 
mission if the whole concept were not 
largely misunderstood enthusiasts. 


ae ic type of torque converter 
used on some passenger cars, and this is 
offset by the advantage conferred on the 
driver of being able to keep both hands 
on the steering wheel at all times and to 
concentrate solely upon keeping his car 
on the road.” 

Mr. Arnold was, of course, referring to 
the latest type of over-riding manual con- 
trol fitted to the Hydramatic transmission 
of 1952 Cadillacs, and not to the original 
form of Hydramatic. As things stood 
the older type was hopelessly inade- 
quate for racing, since the automatic 
changing occurred at precisely the wrong 
time, as in the following example: you 
were travelling towards a corner at, say, 
100 m.p.h., and at the proper cut-off 
point you braked, kicked down the 
throttle pedal hard—and found yourself 
in the next lower gear. As you eased 
off further to enter the corner, however, 
the transmission automatically snapped 
back into top gear, causing an extr 
dangerous situation with loss of control. 

The provision of the manual over-ride 
(really a pre-selective device operated by 
a finger-up lever on the steering column 
of the passenger cars, or by the provision 
of an extra pedal on a sports car) has 
completely cured this trouble. It is now 
possible to pre-select from three ranges 
(fourth-third, third-second, or 
first) and to shift merely by depressing 
the throttle at the desired moment. 
The car will mot change up beyond the 
highest gear in the range pre-selected, but 
if the driver stays within that range (as, 
for example, on a sharply winding 
tion of a circuit), the transmission will 


ative valve opening diagrams showing the considerable increase in overlap 
and the longer effective opening period obtained with the racing camshaft and rockers 
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automatically change down to the lowest 
gear in the range as the situation may 
If, for instance, you pre-select 
“ thi * range, the machine will drop 
down 3—2—1 where required, but 
not return into fourth gear.

A demonstration by Mr. Rasmusen, 
sala a milder way what might 
conditions, was quite 
convincing, and even more 
convinced after taking the wheel myself. 
But I am one of those die-hards who still 
prefer the manual gear box, and Mr. 
Arnold was completely objective in agree- 
ing that even this latest Hydramatic 
“probably would not improve over the 
performance of a skilled driver using @ 
conventional gear box. However,” he 
“it will tend to keep you in 
the highest usable ratio for more of the 
time than would be possible with a 
manual gear box. . Certain practical 
conclusions may be drawn from his that 
are obviously beneficial. 


Hydramatic Conclusions 


Summing up his feelings about Hydra- 
matic as ee ied to racing, Mr. Arnold 

expressed h thus: “Our latest 
automatic A...#. is able to correct 
some of the inherent defects in the inter- 
nal combustion engine with more constant 
— than are possible solely through 

the co-ordination of a human being. The 
complete transmission is only about 60 Ib 
heavier than the conventional type, and 
this whole field is still as wide open to 
improvement as automobile engines were 

ore the hot rod business got under 
way. 

This left one other subject uppermost 
in my mind: namely, the application of 
fuel injection to a modified domestic en- 
gime such as the Cadillac, specifically for 
use in competition. I asked whether 
rumours that Cadillac was experimenting 
with this type of carburation were 
founded on fact, and was told that they 
were not. “That's merely wishful think- 
ing along logical lines,” said Mr. Arnold 
with a edie in his eye.

SOLITUDE 
A Spartan Outing in Wale 


[64387 Readers may recollect that nearly two 
Correspondence columns contained an inquiry from me concer 
ing the possibilities of the sporting mountain run in Wales from 
Abergwesyn to Tregaron, and I would like to thank the vari 
correspondents who wrote with vivid details of past ex 
ences and tribulations 

An opportunity has just the 100-mile trip 
this locality cn a fine Sunday after a long spell of dry weather, 
and, armed with much information, I had a good idea just what 
to expect. Leaving the main Builth Wells-Llandovery road at 
Beulah, there is a secondary road along the valley to Abergwesyn 
for about 5 miles. A warning sign here advises retreat and the 
distance to Tregaron 13 miles, in case you decide to ignore

Forward then along a shelf road with holes and cross gullies for 
three miles, in low gear, until arriving at Llanerch-yrfa, which is 
a deserted farm situated at the first ford crossing of the Irfon 
There are two other crossings within a few hundred yards, but 
these are easier, and if the first ford is passed the others can 
more or less be taken for granted 

Now it is obvious that the immediate result of three immer 
sions wil] be no brakes for some time, and this point is vital, 
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considered in conjunction with the immediate ascent, which is 
just past the second deserted farm house. Now this hill 
in my experier.ce is a really bad one; about 1 in 3. with 
a very rough surface of outcrop rock and loose scree, with two 
hairpin bends and of considerable length. I had been warned 
of deep cross drainage gullies calling for many horses at low 
speed in bottom gear of a four-speed box, but a preliminary 
inspection showed that these must have been filled in, with the 
exception of one right at the foot, which did not prevent revs 
being obtained. I am no trials driver, and doubtless any trials 
special would treat it as a speed climb, but to the private touring 
motorist it is a real thrill with foot hard down all the way and 
the passenger busy catching various articles cascading from the 
cubby holes and remarking excitedly, “Do you think she will 
make it? Tell me when to jump with the wheel chock.” (This 
item can be useful on such occasions.) 


On the little-used Abergwesyn-Tregaron road 


Having successfully surmounted this major obstacle there is 
nothing much more to get a kick out of except, perhaps, the 
next descent farther on, which is nearly as bad but lacking hair- 
pins, and not quite so steep but just as rough. The road becomes 
reasonable, and the last half, towards Tregaron, is tarred and 
the equal of many by-roads. There are two signposts so that one 
cannot easily go astray, and a gloomy thought arises that it will 
probably not be many years before this thrilling 13 miles goes 
the way of progress and, like many of the tracks in Lakeland and 
Scotland, succumbs to concrete bridges and bulldozers, and be- 
comes just another bus route. , Further progress brought us, 
after seeing nobody for hours, into Tregaron where we discovered 
that the natives actually spoke English. The last miles into 
Tregaron have been so modernized as to create a sense of being 
robbed of adventure, and one feels envious of other motorists, 
in the past, who had full measure of thrills all the thirteen miles 

A useful tip regarding crossing of river fords is to carry a pair 
of old bathing shoes in the car. These can be invaluable if one 
wishes to prospect the route before crossing, or in the sad event 
of failure 

One final thought to extract the maximum amount of fun these 
days might be to travel about half way and then return to Aber 
gwesyn, instead of going all the way. Incidentally, this would

An Inexpensive Solution

ALPINE EAGLE 
An Older Reader's Recollections 


[64390.|—It was a great pleasure to see the illustration of the 
Rolls-Royce Alpine Eagle in the issue of July 11; more particu 
larly as I had the good fortune to accompany my old friend James 
Radley when he went to Derby to collect his Eagle model for 
trials, before leaving for the 1913 Alpine. But may I venture 
to suggest that the present owner in future presents this superb 
car—if it is one of the actual Alpine models—with full “ combat” 
equipment; that is, with the extension piece, some three inches 
high, between the filler cap and the radiator, which was such a 
characteristic feature of these cars ? 

The reason for this feature—so typical of Rolls-Royce care and 
forethought—was to provide a steam dome, well above the water 
level in the radiator, in case boiling took place near the top 
of some of the high passes. The overflow pipe was, of course, 
raised so as to be well clear of any ebullition if boiling did occur; 
thus only steam would be lost 

This fitting proved to be quite unnecessary, but it was a fea- 
ture of the Eagles and I think that any of them still in existence

Weighed in Balance and Found Wanting 


[64391.]}—Mr. Roger North’s letter [64360] contains littl with 
which I am not in wholehearted, not to say righteous, dis- 
agreement. 

I greatly admire the unstinted efforts of Raymond Mays and 
Peter Berthon, and the sportsmanship of their backers, all of 
whom are deserving of our sympathy and goodwill, but, let us 
face it, the B.R.M. has been weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. 

The opportunity was offered to a number of British drivers 
to prove the B.R.M.’s worth; none succeeded. And so it was 
that two foreign drivers, Fangio and Gonzalez, appeared at the 
wheel, and right royally did these aces give of their matchless 
skill and courage. To suggest otherwise, as does Mr. North, is 
mean in the extreme. But all this was to no avail. 

As to Gonzalez having “ run out of road,” as Mr. North states, 
thus putting B.R.M. No. 7 out of action; I was at Stowe, on the 
inside of the course, with an uninterrupted view of the incident 
The impression I gained, which moreover remains, was that of 
a car proving unequal to the legitimate, though admittedly heavy, 
demands of a skilful driver. 

Drivers of the calibre of Gonzalez do not “flog” their cars 
If circumstances require, they subject them to heavy calls, as 
did Gonzalez, transferred now to B.R.M. No. 8, when striving to 
overtake Villoresi for second place. This was a brave and skilful 
effort only to be nullified by yet another mechanical failure, 
serving, as it did, to emphasize that the B.R.M. cannot, and never 
has been able to, take it. 

As to the B.R.M. being superior to the Italian cars in speed, 
acceleration and cornering; the first named 1 am prepared to 
concede, valueless though this be on any circuit in Britain. It 
is, however, to its inferiority in the two other departments that 
I suspect many of its failures are directly or indirectly attribut- 
able. Furthermore, with no other evidence than my own powers 
of observation, I suspect the car of being too heavy.

WARMING UP 
Methods of Avoiding Wear 
[64393.}—The quickest cans of warming up an engine 1s to 
keep it running with sufficient speed to ensure adequate lubrica 
tion of the bores, while keeping the load at a minimum. To 
switch off, before both oil and water have reached their norma 
working temperature, 1s an open invitation for corrosive acids 
and gases to do their worst Ihat the water temperature con- 
tinues to rise after the engine has stopped is of secondary im 
portance; it merely confirms that the unit had attained a greater 
temperature than the water, and that this heat is being rapidly 
dissipated 

Some engines will not pull away from cold without use of 
the choke, but will run without it if revved wp in neutral. In 
this instance, it would appear better to adopt the latter method 
The modern power unit is better when kept turning over at 1,000 
r.p.m. or more, whether hot or cold 

When stopping an engine, it is better to speed up to 2,000 
r.p.m. before cutting the ignition (with the throttle still open 
in order to expel any corrosive gases 

Because it 1s thought that the greatest 
warnung up, one must not neglect to do anything which wil! 
increase engine life Most important are frequent changes of 
oil, at intervals no greater than those recommended by the manu 
facturers, and dependent on the type of running. A cheap brand 
can be very expensive in the end 

Filters must be ecither cleaned or changed according to th 
instruction book, not forgetting the ais filter. If this latter iter 
be neglected, wear will be greater than if none was fitted

IL MAESTRO AGAIN 


Ascari Triumphs in Dutch G.P.—Cooper-Bristol Fourth 


AST Sunday, August 17, saw 
the big day of motor racing 
in Holland, graced by the pre- 

sence of H.R.H. Prince Bernhard of 
the Netherlands, when the K.N.A.C. 
(Royal Dutch Automobile Club) held 
their annual meeting on the circuit of 
Zandvoort. The principal event was 
naturally the Dutch G.P., one of the 
national G.P. races counting towards 
the world championship. As in the 
other similar events this year, the race 
was dominated by the works Ferrari 
team, which finished in the first three 
places. Britain, however, once more 
had cause for congratulation in the fine 
drive of Mike Hawthorn in the Cooper- 
Bristol to take fourth place, soundly 
trouncing all three works Gordinis— 
and, indeed, all other comers—in the 
process. 

The curtain-raising event was for 
formula 3 cars, and in this, also, the 
Cooper concern came out on top, with 
Stirling Moss and George Wicken fill- 
ing first and second positions. The 
Surbiton firm, in fact, had an excellent 
day, and well deserved the compliments 
rained on it during the subsequent 
festivities. 

“THE weather on Sunday turned out to 
be similar to that of the days of 
practice; a brisk bseeze, cool, with con- 
siderable cloud—and the expectation of 
some rain to come. Nevertheless, by one 
o'clock, when the cars were wheeled out 
for the formula 3 race, the road was still 
dry and there were even patches of blue 
sky to be seen at intervals. Of the Conti- 
nental opposition to the British contingent 
in this race, little need be said; one D. 
one Dutch special, two old-type Coopers 
and a J.B.S.—and none of them possessed 
the power to challenge the Norton-engined 
Coopers of Moss, Wicken, Brown, Bran- 
don, Leston, Whitehouse and Lewis- 
Evans. Indeed, in the regretted absence 
of Parker’s Kieft, the only possible menace 
to the Cooper marque came from the 


Leston Special driven by John Habin, this 
being a J.B.S. modified out of all recog 
nition by Ray Martin. 

The rolling start was not a great success, 
and a very ragged getaway resulted, with 
Alan Brown—who had proved by far the 
fastest in practice—well in the lead. His 
team-mate Eric Brandon, by contrast, was 
well at the rear with an unhappy sounding 

ine, and completed only one slow lap 

ore retiring. Brown got well out in 
front, with nobody within striking distance 
and with Wicken, Moss and Lewis-Evans 
forming a tight group; but on the sixth lap 
Brown spun round coming out of the 
Hoek van Tarzan (Tarzan Corner) and lost 
three-quarters of a lap before he could re 
start. Then there was a good battle for 
first place, Moss taking it, then Wicken 
then Lewis-Evans, until the last-named 
also spun round and then broke his 
primary chain 

At this” time—ten laps gone—White 
house was endeavouring to pass Habin 
coming up the Hunze Rug when the latter 
missed a gear change; the cars touched

and Whitehouse’s flew up in the air, the 
driver falling half out and being be 
very hard on the road on the recoil.

Moss succeeded in holding off Wicken

This whetted the appetite of the large 
crowd for the heavier metal to come, and 
there was a great air of expectancy as 
the formula 2 cars came out to the start- 
ing grid for the Grand Prix. For once, 
there was the cheering sight of a green 
car in the front rank of the grid, as Haw- 
thorn’s Cooper-Bristol had put up third 
fastest time in practice, behind the 
Ferraris of Ascari and Farina but ahead 
of that of Villoresi and all three Gordinis.

UN over 5,168 kilometres of Euro- 
pean roads (3,230 miles), this 
year’s Liége- Rome- Liége Rally 

proved a drastic eliminator for the starters 
in the Belgian-organized event; only 24 
competitors finished from a total of over 
100 starters, and the event was marred by 
a fatal accident in which Heymann of 
France was killed and the co-driver of his 
Ferrari, Leguezec, was slightly injured. 
The event is, in any case, gruelling in the 
extreme, for it calls for a very high average 
speed over much of the terrain that is used 
for that other Continental “ eliminator,” 
the Alpine Rally. 

The event was something of a triumph 
for the German Porsche, for these cars 
finished first, third and fourth. All in all, 
Porsche had five places out of the first ten 
finishers. Second were the French pair 
Laroche and Radix in a Jaguar. The 
weather over most of the Continent was 
very hot and sultry at the start of the 
event and the high temperatures were 
broken by heavy thunderstorms which in- 
creased the hazards for drivers as well as 
changing the brilliant southern sunshine 
into something approaching dusk during 
the downpours. Last year’s winners, 
Johnny Claes, the racing driver, and 
Jacques Ickx, slid off the road between 
Barcelonette and Guillaumes and lost so 
much time regaining the fairway that it 
was useless to continue. The winning car 
was driven by two Germans, Polensky and 
Schluter, both of whom are already known 
as competitors in formula 3. racing. 


Dwindling 


By the time the control at Cuneo was 
reached, 1,320 kilometres from the start, 
37 competitors were out of the running 
and after the circuit in Northern Italy only 
27 remained. Even so, this number was 
further reduced by Pontarlier, 852 kilo- 
metres from Liége, to 25, and one more 
car was to go before the final control was 
reached. This was the Belgian Jaguar of 
Losseau and Copin. 

There were few British drivers in this 
year’s event, but a number of British cars 
were handled by Continental drivers.
